LONG-AWAITED plans to 
build two new leisure cen¬ 
tres could be scaled back by 
cash-strapped Walsall coun¬ 
cil after costs rocketed. 

New centres are due to 
be built in Oak Park and 
Bloxwich to replace dated 
facilities and tackle the 
borough’s obesity problem. 
But on Monday it emerged 
that new options are being 
put forward for the projects, 
which include building two 
smaller leisure centres - or 
even just refurbishing one 
of them. 

It was originally expected 
to cost a total of between 
£15-£21 million - but the 
proposals could be looked 
at again after it emerged it 
had risen to nearly £24m. 
It comes as Walsall Council 
faces £21m budget cuts in 
the coming year and 277 job 
losses. Council bosses had 
said the tendering process 
was nearing completion for 
the centres with work ex¬ 
pected to start in spring. 
Options include still build¬ 
ing a new Oak Park centre 
at a cost of £13m while giv¬ 
ing Bloxwich a £2 million 
refurbishment. 

The council could alterna¬ 
tively build two smaller lei¬ 
sure centres at a total cost of 
£15m, or carry out a study 
to see how the Bloxwich pro¬ 
ject can be changed to stop it 
encroaching on neighbour¬ 
ing Leamore Park. 

Jobs created

HOSPITAL TEMP 
BILL GROWING 


THE cost of hiring temporary workers 
at Walsall Manor Hospital has contin¬ 
ued to rise as it copes with increased 
demand from patients. 

Latest figures reveal that in February 
the costs reached £1.848m - an increase of 
£147,000 on the previous month. 


The bill is for agency, bank 
there was an extra £170,000 
spent in January as the 
hospital battles against the 
need to use temporary work- 

^The Walsall Clinical 
Commissioning Group was 
earlier this year forced to 
urge people to only use A&E 
when seriously hurt due to 
the pressures on the service. 

Latest statistics show that 
the cost of bank staff rose 
from £552,000 to £585,000, 
and locum costs rocketed 
from £368,000 to £492,000. 

However, the bill for 
agency workers in Febru¬ 
ary was £771,000, which 
was £10,000 lower than the 
month before. 

A reason behind the in¬ 
crease in locum recruits 
was mainly in anaesthetics, 
when the consultant urology 
post needed to be covered by 
an agency doctor until a per¬ 
manent doctor started. 

A report from director of 
finance Ian Baines to Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust 
Board said: “Temporary 
staffing increased in the 
month, particularly the use 


locum staff. It came after

of locum doctors. This was 
mainly in anaesthetic. 

“In totality, temporary 
staffing costs increased in 
February to £1.848m. They 
still remain higher than 
previous years. The trust 
needs to control temporary 
staffing.” 

Hospital bosses have been 
trying to tackle the costs of 
temporary workers since the 
bill hit a record of £2.060m 
last September. 

A recruitment drive for 
up to 130 new staff was 
launched last year and the 
costs had started to de¬ 
crease, before beginning 
to rise again at the start of 
this year as the hospital has 
faced rising pressure. 

Figures released last 
year showed thousands of 
extra emergency patients 
were treated. Between April 
and October there were 
16,062 admissions, against 
a planned target of 14,723.

Housing 
plan looks 
set to get 
approval 

MORE than 60 homes are 
poised to get the go-ahead 
for a former Walsall school 
site, in a bid to transform 
and regenerate the area. 

A mixture of houses and 
apartments have been ear¬ 
marked for the old Mary 
Elliott School and education 
centre in Brewer Street, 
Ryecroft. 

Initial proposals were 
for just over 70 homes but 
plans which are due before 
members of Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee on 
Thursday are for 62 proper¬ 
ties. 

The plot has been stand¬ 
ing empty for a number of 
years after staff and pu¬ 
pils at Mary Elliott Special 
School transferred to a £6 
million purpose-built centre 
in Leamore Lane in 2008. 

There were initially plans 
to use the old site as coun¬ 
cil offices for 200 workers 
to save paying for rented 
premises. 

But these were quashed 
following a spate of van¬ 
dalism attacks and a blaze 
which left the old school’s 
roof partly destroyed in Oc¬ 
tober 2009. It led to both 
buildings being bulldozed. 

Just one formal public ob¬ 
jection has been lodged with 
concerns over loss of trees, 
wildlife and road safety. 

Councillors are being rec¬ 
ommended to approve the 
application.

A RESTAURANT chain has signed 
up to a new £12 million cinema 
complex and will bring more than 
40 jobs, it has been announced. 

Asian buffet chain Mimosa will 
open a 370-seater restaurant at 
the Littleton Centre development 
in Walsall, which will also boast a 
nine-screen Vue cinema and aims to 
create more than 200 jobs. 

Work is due to start next month 


on the scheme, which will be built 
next to the multi-million pound 
Tesco. 

Bosses behind the scheme said 
talks are also taking place with 
other restaurant operators inter¬ 
ested in taking over other units, 
with further lettings expected to be 
announced in the coming weeks. 

The new restaurant will occupy 
14,500sq ft of space within the de¬ 


velopment, which is due to open by 
summer next year. It comes after 
Cordwell Property Group, which is 
behind the scheme, exchanged con¬ 
tracts with Vue in January. 

Mimosa specialises in Asian 
food and is expanding with restau¬ 
rants opening in major new leisure 
schemes throughout the UK, includ¬ 
ing SouthWater in Telford.Sunny 
Grewal, director of Mimosa Restau¬ 


rants, said: “The opportunity to be 
part of The Littleton Centre was too 
good to miss. 

“It’s location, visibility and ac¬ 
cessibility made it the number one 
choice to open our largest restau¬ 
rant to date.

THIEVES have been target¬ 
ing cars in a Walsall village 
with a total of almost 20 
crimes recorded in just six 
weeks. The series of thefts 
have taken place in Pelsall. 

Police say the thieves 
themselves have been riding 
bikes up and down drive¬ 
ways and trying the door 
handles to steal personal 
belongings. 

The Pelsall neighbour¬ 
hood police team have is¬ 
sued warnings that vehicles 
being left unlocked are be¬ 
coming an easy target for 
the offenders. Thefts took 
place on the estates either 
side of Wood Lane, Pelsall, 
and officers say there were 
13 offences in February and 
a further six which took 
place last month. 

Sgt Robert Harris, of¬ 
fered the following advice 
for householders: “When 
leaving your vehicle unat¬ 
tended remember to remove 
all items from display and 
lock all doors and windows.” 


There would also be six 
full-time workers based 
there.

A report to councillors 
by planning officers states: 
“Residents have objected 
as works commenced before 
planning permission was 
sought. They also doubt the 
programme of works would 
last only 12 months. They 
consider residents’ concerns 
should take priority over de¬ 
veloper profits.” 

The site comprises a sta¬ 
ble block and large field 
previously used for grazing 
located to the south of Daw 
End Branch Canal. The pro¬ 
posal is to fill and cap the 
mineshafts and limeworks. 
The mineshafts will be 
capped with concrete. 

The land will be restored 
to original land levels to re¬ 
turn the site for open space. 

Objectors are also con¬ 
cerned about the loss of ar¬ 
chaeology on the site - but 
planners say measures have 
been taken against this. 

And they say there are 
no concerns about the long 
term impact on the area. 
“Once all machinery, equip¬ 
ment and materials have 
been removed from the site 
and the land returned to its 
original form, the proposals 
would not have a significant 
impact on the character or 
openness of the green belt,” 
the report says.

Transport 
authority 
jobs axe 
as cuts hit 

GOVERNMENT cuts were 
blamed as bosses at the West 
Midlands transport authori¬ 
ty announced 89 jobs would 
go. Centro is cutting a quar¬ 
ter of its workforce after 
the funding it gets from 
councils in the region was 
reduced by £7 million. 

The councils fund the au¬ 
thority through a levy and 
it oversees public transport 
on their behalf but have all 
had their own multi-million 
pound government grants 
slashed. 

The staff cuts are coming 
because councillors voted 
to protect services such as 
Ring and Ride buses, free 
tram and train travel for 
pensioners and half-price 
fares for children.

It 
is a tough situation we find 
ourselves in but one that is 
a direct result of the unprec¬ 
edented cuts being imposed 
on local government.” 

Planned staff cuts include 
reducing the number of di¬ 
rectors from three to two.

Killed - Jamey Coleman 


THIS is the first picture of a 
24-year-old man who was killed in a 
hit and run as he walked home from 
a night out. 

It has been released as police 
renew an appeal for information 
about the death of Jamey Coleman. 

The young man was knocked 
down on the A5 Watling Street in 
Brownhills at about 3.20am last 
Sunday on his way back from the 
nearby White Horse pub. 

His family later released a picture 
of him as tributes continued to pour 


in to Mr Coleman, known as Jay C 
by his friends. Police are continuing 
to appeal for information as they 
hunt the driver. 

And friends and family of Mr 
Coleman have taken to Facebook 
and Twitter to encourage anyone 
with information to come forward. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes, from the 
Collision Investigation Unit, said: 
“Mr Coleman had been with friends 
in the White Horse public house and 
they were crossing the A5 when he 
was hit by an unknown vehicle. This 


is a tragic loss of a young life, I am 
eager to hear from any person who 
was in the vicinity of the A5 near 
to the junction of White Horse Road 
at the time of this incident, also 
any person who may have seen Mr 
Coleman and his friend in the White 
Horse throughout the evening.” 

Flowers have been left at the 
scene where Mr Coleman was 
knocked down. 

Following the crash friends 
rushed back to the White Horse pub 
after the crash to raise the alarm, 


while others tried to help him as he 
lay at the roadside. 

After the tragedy, a man living 
near the scene paid tribute to Mr 
Coleman and said he was often seen 
on nights out in the area. He said 
Mr Coleman was a former pupil of 
Brownhills School and he said he 
always had a smile on his face and 
was a ‘cracking lad’.

A FORMER Olympic wrestler who won a 
bronze medal at the Commonwealth Games 
has been jailed for trading guns and ammu¬ 
nition in the car park of a busy retail park. 

Amarjit Singh, from Willenhall, won 12 British ti¬ 
tles during a glittering wrestling career, which saw 
him represent Great Britain at the 1996 Olympics. 


He even went on to coach 
in the West Midlands. 

But the 43-year-old’s fall 
from grace was documented 
during a hearing at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
where he admitted acting as 
courier for firearms and live 
ammunition in exchange for 
£100 worth of cigarettes. 

The court heard Singh 
was caught with a second 
man, Lithuanian Andrius 
Valnuchinas. 

Valnuchinas was seen 
putting a bag into the boot 
of a car driven by Singh at 
the Gallagher Retail Park 
in Wednesbury. Officers 
searched it and discovered 
a bag containing three new 
7.62mm Tordev semi-au¬ 
tomatic handguns, three 
magazines loaded with 24 
bullets and a latex Frank¬ 
enstein mask. 

Singh told the court that 
he had known Valnuchi¬ 
nas for around three years 
having met him at a gym in 
Wolverhampton.Defending 
Singh, Mr Michael Wolkind 
QC told the court his cli¬ 
ent had lost 70 per cent of 
his hearing and suffered 
liver and kidney problems 
as a result of his wrestling 
career. “He has been a fine 
and successful competitor,” 
he said. “He is bewildered 
and ashamed regarding his 
actions.” 

Singh, of Chiltern Drive, 
Portobello, Willenhall, 
pleaded guilty to three 
counts of possessing a fire¬ 
arm and ammunition. He 
was sentenced to six and a

half years for the firearms 
offence with three years to 
run concurrently for pos¬ 
sessing the ammunition. 
Valnuchinas, aged 39, of Lil¬ 
ian Grove, Bilston, is serv¬ 
ing an eight year sentence. 

A talented wrestler even 
as a youngster, Singh’s rise 
through the professional 
ranks was a swift one. As a 
19-year-old in 1990 Singh 
held the British and Eng¬ 
lish 100kg title at both sen¬ 
ior and junior categories. 
Four years later he would 
secure the bronze medal in 
the 100kg+ category at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Victoria, Canada. 

In 1996 he would take 
his wrestling skills onto the 
biggest stage of all with an 
appearance in the Olympic 
Games in Atlanta. But his 
attempt at glory would end 
in failure when he finished 
13th overall in the Men’s 
Super Heavyweight Free¬ 
style division.

MP heads speed cameras campaign

RESIDENTS are campaigning for 
speed cameras to be installed along a 
busy stretch of road in Walsall. 

Andy Brown, of West Bromwich 
Road, Delves, said he has concerns 
about its safety. The 50-year-old suf¬ 
fers from multiple sclerosis and has 
been campaigning for both speed 
and watchman cameras for the last 
six years. He said: “I see cars com¬ 
ing down this road at an alarming 
speed and there have been many near 
misses as well as a fatal accident in 


2011 and one car that crashed into 
my garden wall. 

“I am worried about crossing the 
road because I have MS but I know I 
am not the only one who finds it diffi¬ 
cult. I know money is tight but surely 
our safety should come first.”

A PENSIONER involved 
in a car crash was taken to 
hospital and later died of 
heart failure, an inquest has 
heard.

Chip shop scheme for pub to bring jobs

A NUMBER of jobs will be created 
under plans to convert part of a pub 
in the Black Country into a fish and 
chip shop and build an extension to 
create a store. 

The Fiery Holes pub, in Moxley, 
was taken over last year by new 
owner Harjinder Singh Bagri, who 
bought the pub in in Great Bridge 
Road from Marston’s Brewery. 

He has retained the pub and ex¬ 
tended the kitchen area to place a 
greater emphasis on serving hot 
food. 


Since the takeover, the main bar 
and dining areas in the pub have 
been redecorated, while the garden 
and car park have been tidied up. 

But plans have now been lodged 
with Walsall Council to transform 
part of the building into a fish and 
chip shop and build an extension to 
accommodate another store. 

It is thought the plans, which also 
involve creating new toilets for the 
pub, could create four jobs. 

A report, submitted with the 
planning application, says: “My cli¬ 


ent Mr Harjinder Singh Bagri pur¬ 
chased the premises from Marston’s 
Brewery some months ago. He has 
retained the public house use with 
the addition of an extended kitchen 
to place more of the emphasis on 
providing food. 

“The premises are quite large as 
pubs go and this is probably what 
led to the demise of the premises 
as a pure pub. My client feels that 
the premises are oversized and he 
would like to convert the left hand 
side of the premises to a hot food 


takeaway with the internal addition 
of male and female toilets, for use 
with the pub. 

“He would also like to construct a 
side extension to provide a commu¬ 
nity store, providing essential every 
day goods for local residents and 
people in the near vicinity. ” 

The plans state that the site has 
easy access and a great number of 
car parking spaces. Meanwhile, pro¬ 
posals were also given the thumbs 
up for 10 properties on the site of 
The Red Cow in Pelsall.

Cylinders 
threat in 
firm blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS battled 
to prevent a gas cylinder 
from exploding when a se¬ 
vere blaze erupted in a ga¬ 
rage workshop. A 150-yard 
exclusion zone was set up 
around the car repair busi¬ 
ness in the Birchills district 
of Walsall last Tuesday. 

Flames leapt through 
the roof of the single-storey 
building.

Eighteen firefighters 
converged on the scene in 
Hollyhedge Lane, near the 
Manor Hospital, at around 
9.50pm after the alert was 
raised by passing motorists. 

Group commander Dave 
Boucher, who headed the 
firefighting operation, said 
there was a risk to life if 
the cylinder had exploded. 
“There were more cylin¬ 
ders but only one contain¬ 
ing acetylene which is used 
in the car repair trade for 
cutting and welding. But 
we managed to cool it down 
after a while and fortunately 
there were no homes inside 
the exclusion zone.” 

He said it was thought 
that the blaze was caused 
accidentally.

“We get people coming 
along the High Street, turn¬ 
ing right into Victoria Ave¬ 
nue, and they actually hold 
up traffic,” he said. 

“We have got two pelican 
crossings within the High 
Street, we are talking about 
a very, very busy road with 
the amount of traffic going 
down there. It is a ques¬ 
tion of whether anyone can 
reach 20mph.”

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DAVID Cameron reckons the 
Black Country has ‘every 
chance of doing well’ in its bid 
for millions of pounds of funding. 
The wish list includes work by 
junction 10 of the M6, a revamp 
of the Grand Theatre and Civic 
Halls in Wolverhampton, a new 
railway station for the city and 
training centres in Halesowen, 
Dudley and Stourbridge. 

The problem the four bor¬ 
oughs of Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton 
have had for decades is one of 
perception, of being seen as the 
poor relation to Birmingham. 
Talk of merging them into Great¬ 
er Birmingham just puts people’s 
backs up further. 

While Birmingham is a city 
transformed, Wolverhampton is 
a field of broken dreams. The 
Prime Minister seemed to un¬ 
derstand that when he visited 
Birmingham Airport and ac¬ 
knowledged areas like the Black 
Country had missed out. 

People have seen artists’ 
impressions and heard talk of 
multi-million pound shopping 
centres, urban villages, canal- 
side quarters and new railway 
stations and get fed up when 
little happens. 

Out of a long-awaited £176 
million bus, rail and Metro ‘in¬ 
terchange’ planned for Wolver¬ 
hampton, the city got a new bus 
station and a Sainsbury’s Local. 

The plans are still alive; the 
begging bowl keeps going out 
to central government. 

Meanwhile Birmingham gets 
its £600 million refurbishment 
for New Street and its new £190 
million library while the Public 
Arts Centre in West Bromwich 
gets shut down. Of course Bir¬ 
mingham deserves the invest¬ 
ment. It’s the second city. 

But isn’t it our turn yet? 

□□□□□ 

Former Wolverhampton may¬ 
or Malcolm Gwinnett has never 
really struck me as a party pol¬ 
itician. So I doubt his departure 
from the Liberal Democrats to 
join Ukip will cause Nick Clegg 
much more grief than the opin¬ 
ion polls already do. 

Although it was a well-timed 
announcement from the Euro¬ 
sceptics to bring over a promi¬ 
nent city councillor to their ranks 
on the same day their leader 
Nigel Farage went head to head 
with Mr Clegg in a TV debate. 

The Liberal Democrats in 
Wolverhampton have just three 
seats, all of them in the same 
ward, Spring Vale. 

Yet the past few years have 
been a troubled time for them. 
Another of their councillors, 
Richard Whitehouse, left them in 
2012 following a falling out and 
then re-joined the following year. 

Councillor Gwinnett’s former 
colleagues think he has thrown 
away everything he once be¬ 
lieved in to join a party that 
stands against it on virtually 
everything but none of this de¬ 
tracts from his record as a coun¬ 
cillor who has always been pre¬ 
pared to speak his mind. 


ACHIM Steiner, the former exec¬ 
utive director of the United Na¬ 
tions environment programme, 
once remarked that the way we 
treat the bees would ‘in part de¬ 
fine our collective future in the 
21st century’. 

It is fair to say PhD student Mi¬ 
chael Smith seems to have taken 
these words to heart, with his in- 
depth study of honeybees. 

However - and feel free to 
accuse this simple Black Coun¬ 
tryman of trivialising the fine 
research being carried at New 
York’s Cornell University if you 
believe that to be the case - but 
I cannot help wondering whether 
shoving a handful of bees down 
your underpants was really what 
Mr Steiner had in mind. 

Young Mick, who one sus¬ 
pects probably has a rather 
strange social life, conducted 
what must surely be the most 
exhaustive research to date into 
the subject of where it hurts 
most to be stung. 

And he wasn’t just playing 
around at it either. He spent 38 
days testing 25 different body 
locations, making sure he got 
stung at least five times a day. 

“We speculated it probably 
really would hurt to get stung in 
the testicles,” he said, adding, 
almost with an air of disappoint¬ 
ment, “It didn’t hurt as much as I 
expected it to.” 

That’s the trouble with those 
honeybees, they have to be in 
the mood. If their heart’s not in 
it, you’re just wasting your time. 

Michael revealed that getting 
himself stung in some of the 
more intimate places required 
quite a bit of ingenuity and im¬ 
agination. 

“Some locations required the 
use of a mirror and an erect 
posture during stinging, eg but¬ 
tocks,” he wrote in his thesis, 
which is probably something you 
do not see in too many university 
essays. 

Michael has ruled out ex¬ 
tending his work into the field 
of wasps, or stinging nettles, or 
jellyfish. Probably just as well, 
better learn to walk before you 
can run, and all that. 

And the result of all this work 
is that a bee sting on the nose 
is much more painful than one 
around the scrotum. But I think 
there is also a much more impor¬ 
tant lesson we can all take from 
Mr Smith’s research. If you are 
at the moment deliberating over 
which university course to take, 
my tip is to stick to economics. 
□□□□□

force winds and crushed a car, trapping 
three passengers, two of whom were 
seriously injured. Mr Norman says: “It 
was a delicate and intensive operation 
because the tree had completely crushed 
the roof of the vehicle and three people 
were trapped inside unable to move.” 

The units were developed in the UK as 
part of the government’s anti-terrorism 
measures after the 9/11 attacks in the 
US and London bombings in July 2005. 

“We are trained and kitted out to deal 
with large scale operations,” Mr Nor¬ 
man says. “But the principal remains 
the same whatever situation we are de¬ 
ployed to deal with, be it a traffic colli¬ 
sion involving heavy transportation or 
an animal rescue.” 

He adds: “If a job requires us to 
cut through concrete or steel we are 
equipped to deal with it, and the same 
applies to heavy lifting or rope rescues.” 

Since April 2013 the units have added 
a more conventional task to their remit 
- tending to fires. “Initially we were 
firefighters who dealt with almost every 
incident except fires,” Mr Norman says 
“But that changed last year.” 

Pressure 

The unit took on 32 recruits in prepa¬ 
ration for the official opening of the 
Black Country’s first Technical Rescue 
Unit at Wednesbury Fire Station on 
April 1. The trained firefighters have 
been through a rigorous training process 

One, Steve Mann, says: “The training 
is hard and you have to take on a lot of 
extra skills. Often you have to make de¬ 
cisions quickly and under pressure.” 

A crew from the TRU was called to 
perform a training exercise when Bir¬ 
mingham’s iconic The Cube was under 
construction in 2010. 

Mr Norman says: “They were asking 
the questions ‘what do we do if someone 
gets hurt whilst working 100ft in the 
air?’, ‘how do we get someone up there 
to deal with an incident?’ Showing peo¬ 
ple how to deal with potentially difficult 
situations is part of our job.” 


Trapped worker or cow, a 
specialist team of firefight¬ 
ers is ready, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 


THEIR challenges have includ¬ 
ed winching a man to safety 
from the side of a skyscraper 
to rescuing a builder covered 
up to his neck in soil at the bot¬ 
tom of an 18ft trench. And they 
also put out fires. 

The West Midlands Fire Service 
Technical Rescue Unit (TRU) is a 
specialist team of firefighters de¬ 
ployed on the toughest, high-risk 
call-outs where disaster can lurk 
around every corner. 

Based at Bickenhill Fire Station, near 
to Birmingham’s NEC, the four eight- 
man crews support regular crews when 
their specialised skills and equipment 
are required. And the Black Country 
now has its own unit, with a 32-man 
team stationed in Wednesbury. 

Collapsed 

The units are charged with tackling 
the most complex jobs, including sea and 
river rescues, flooding assistance, rope, 
confined space and altitude rescue and 
casualty extrication. 

One dramatic scene involved the TRU 
assisting other emergency services with 
the rescue of a construction worker who 
had become trapped under two tons of 
soil when a trench he was working on 
collapsed. 

When the crew arrived at Barclay 
Road, Bearwood, the man was covered 
up to his neck 18ft down in the trench. 

Crew Commander Rob Norman, 
of Blue Watch, says: “One side of the 
trenches had caved in leaving one of 
the workers trapped in the bottom of 
the trench.” Only his head was visible.

“We worked with ambulance crews 
and other fire crews, using specialist 
stretcher equipment and a hoist to ex¬ 
tricate him from the hole. 

“It was a long and complicated job be¬ 
cause there was a danger the rest of the 
trench could collapse at any minute.” 

Last year the team was called out to a 
house in the West Midlands to assist an 
obese woman who was trapped in her 
bedroom and was struggling to breathe. 

“The woman was more than 30 stone 
and needed to leave the house for ur¬ 
gent hospital treatment,” Mr Norman 


says. “She was having breathing diffi¬ 
culties but had become housebound and 
because of her size paramedics were 
unable to get her to an ambulance. She 
was basically trapped in an upstairs 
room.” 

The crew decided the quickest way to 
bring her out was to cut away the win¬ 
dow frame of the upstairs bedroom and 
use ropes and a stretcher to winch her 
down 

In February the unit was called to 
Handsworth Wood, Birmingham, to 
help after a large tree blew over in gale

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Ofsted report leaves 
head disappointed 


A HEADTEACHER admitted 
she is ‘extremely disappoint¬ 
ed’ her Walsall school was 
rated inadequate by Ofsted. 

Paula Ward said staff would do 
their best to raise achievement and 
improve opportunities at Shelfield 
Community Academy. 

The recent report revealed that pro¬ 
gress made by students in maths in 
Year 11 has been ‘much lower than ex¬ 
pected’ and the level of achievement by 
sixth formers requires improvement. 

Teachers were said to be missing op¬ 
portunities to develop young people’s 
literacy and numeracy skills, while they 
do not use information from checks on 
progress to plan work. 

Lead Ofsted inspector Peter Hum¬ 
phries did say that the new principal, 
who only started in September, was 
having a positive impact and the be¬ 
haviour of students remained good. 
However, it was said to be a school that 
requires special measures. 

In a letter to parents Ms Ward said: 
“To support the academy in meeting 
these challenges, it has been identified 
as requiring special measures. Whilst 
we are extremely disappointed by this 
outcome, the report rightly confirms 
the areas of weakness that the academy 
needs to address. 

“I want to reassure you that we will 
continue to do our best to raise achieve¬ 
ment and improve opportunities. We 
will be working with parents, carers, 
the new interim executive board which 
replaces the previous governing body 
and our proposed new sponsor, Orm- 
iston Academies Trust, to address the 
improvement priorities.” 


Lessons branching out 


PUPILS have been creating 
a new woodland area and 
outdoor classroom at their 
school in Walsall by plant¬ 
ing hundreds of trees to 
inspire them to get closer to 
nature. 

Youngsters at Rushall 
Primary School, in Pelsall 
Lane, have planted more 
than 400 saplings on their 
school field after they were 
handed the trees by UK 
woodland conservation 
charity, The Woodland 
Trust. 

Gemma Prestage, teach¬ 
ing assistant at Rushall 
Primary, said: “They were 
offering tree packs to schools 
and communities. We got se¬ 
lected to receive 420 British 
trees. We have a small forest 
area but we have extended 
it. Every child in the school 
has planted at least one tree. 

“They are little saplings 
so they will take time to 
grow. It’s like an outdoor 
classroom. Eventually, 
we are going to be taking 
groups of children out there. 
“We will get them dealing 
with nature. We also have 
hand tools. They can be used 
for coppicing the trees and 
sawing them down to more 
workable sizes of wood.”

Woman’s 
pain after 
shocking 
discovery 


A WOMAN who suffered a miscarriage three 
years ago has spoken of her pain after be¬ 
ing told her baby’s remains had been kept in 
storage for nearly three years. 

The 21-year-old, who does not wish to be named, 
has instructed a legal firm to investigate after she 
was told by the Manor Hospital the baby boy she lost 
had been stored. ■ by Adam Burling 

She lost the baby at *- 


around 14 weeks in April 
2011 and thought his re¬ 
mains were cremated. 
Bosses recently revealed 
there were 86 occasions 
where remains from miscar¬ 
riages or terminations were 
kept for longer than they 
should have been. Apologies 
have already been made and 
bosses say an investigation 
has been launched. 

The woman, of Bilston, 
said: “At first I thought it 
surely couldn’t affect me 
because a nurse had told me 
over the phone after I lost 
my son that he would be cre¬ 
mated and his ashes would 
be scattered with dignity. 
But I had a niggling feel¬ 
ing so I decided to call the 
hospital and I left my name 
and date of birth.” She said 
she ‘dropped the phone in 
shock’ when she was told. 


“I am still struggling to 
contemplate exactly what 
has gone on. It has brought 
back all my thoughts and 
emotions from the time.” 

Hospital bosses have de¬ 
cided to only contact five 
women, where records indi¬ 
cate they would want to be 
informed, rather than cause 
‘widespread distress’. 

Richard Kirby, Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive at Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust said: “I 
would like to sincerely apol¬ 
ogise to each and every pa¬ 
tient who has been affected. 
The trust undertook an im¬ 
mediate internal review and 
on March 25 the Human 
Tissue Authority carried out 
an investigation and were 
satisfied that we met the 
standards required follow¬ 
ing the implementation of 
new processes and systems.”

HE bought his first bike from 
a specialist shop at the age 
of nine. And Jack Haddock 
has been going there ever 
since - even at the ripe old 
age of 86. 

He is the oldest customer at 
Russell Cycles, which is celebrat¬ 
ing its 80 th anniversary this year. 

The pensioner was under 10 when 
his father bought him his first bike 
from the shop. 

F R Russell Cycles was established 
on February 19, 1934 by 28-year-old 
Frederick Rolan Russell, better known 
by his nickname of Nutty Russell. 

Mr Haddock recalled fondly: “Mr 
Russell had just started up. I told 
my dad I wanted a bike to go train 
spotting. He got me a little one from 
the shop. I remember it having re¬ 
ally small wheels. Mr Russell always 
treated me like a son.” 

Keen photographer Mr Haddock, 
who currently rides a Dawes bike, has 
been buying his bikes ever since from

Russell Cycles, which has always been 
based in Stafford Street. 

The former metal worker continued: 
“Fve never stopped riding bikes since 
getting my first one and Fve always 
had them from Russells. Fve had three 
or four bikes from the shop over the 
years. It’s nice that they are still in the 
same street they’ve been since open¬ 
ing. Fve been happy with the service 
over the years which is why I always 
go there.”

Mr Haddock, who never married, 
added: “I’ll keep on cycling for as long 
as I can. Fve cycled all around the Mid¬ 
lands. I use my bike to ride along the 
canals and then take pictures along 
them.” 

Mr Russell set up the bike shop with 
£25 and when he opened for business 
there were seven other cycle shops in 


Stafford Street. The cycle shop has 
been in virtually the same position 
ever since, although most of the sur¬ 
rounding buildings have been demol- 
ished.Mr Russell learned his trade at 
Taylor Bros in Green Lane, Walsall, 
then later at Stafford Street. 

In 1954 he moved premises from 202 
Stafford Street to a larger shop next 
door, at 201, which enabled him to 
buy handbuilt bikes from other man¬ 
ufacturers. In 1958 his son Gordon, on 
finishing National Service, joined him 
full-time at the shop, although he no 
longer works there. It is now run by 
his daughter Sue and mechanic Mark 
Sorell. 

Mr Sorell, who has worked at the 
shop for 17 years, said: “It’s a proud 
moment for us to reach the 80 year 
mark. Not many shops get to this 
point. We are one of the oldest shops in 
Walsall. Our best sellers are the Giant 
Mountain bikes. “We don’t sell Raleigh 
bikes anymore though as they are not 
built in the UK.” He added the repairs 
service at the shop was as popular as 
ever with the locals.

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Fight lost to remove 
road traffic chicanes

CAMPAIGNERS who called 
for traffic calming chicanes 
to be dug up from their street 
over complaints they were 
having the opposite effect, 
have lost their battle to re¬ 
move them. 

A highways consultation carried 
out with householders showed 
that only a quarter were in favour 
of replacing the chicanes that 
were installed 10 years ago with 
speed humps instead. 

Residents and traders, in Danger- 
field Lane, in Moxley, say boy racers 
and other drivers are swerving be¬ 
tween two chicanes since they were 
installed many years ago. 

Trader and campaign organiser 
Bhupinder Singh Kullar, of Tubsy’s 
Store, said he was disappointed with 
the result. He collected a 200-name 
petition that demanded action after 
accident near misses, problems with 
parking and rat-running along the 
road which links the A4038 Moxley 
Road and the A41 Black Country 
Route. 

Mr Singh Kullar said: “I’m really 
quite disgusted with the way the con¬ 
sultation was done. The letters went 
out to Dangerfield Lane residents, but 
the issues also affect those people liv¬ 
ing in the side streets and they wer¬ 
en’t consulted by the council. At school 
time I get no passing trade because of 
the indiscriminate parking outside the 
shop.” 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, cabinet 
member for regeneration with Walsall 
Council’s Coalition, said: “We received 
a petition from local residents request¬ 
ing the removal of chicanes along Dan¬ 
gerfield Road. The road is a 20mph 
zone and relies on traffic calming 
measures to control the speed of vehi¬ 
cles using the route so if the chicanes 


were removed then it would be neces¬ 
sary to replace them with an alterna¬ 
tive form of traffic calming. The most 
effective alternative in this instance 
would be to install speed cushions in 
place of the chicanes. 

“We decided to consult with local 
residents on which form of traffic 


calming is preferred and the consul¬ 
tation revealed that only 25 per cent 
were in favour of replacing the exist¬ 
ing chicanes with speed cushions.” 

Darlaston South independent coun¬ 
cillor Paul Bott said: “I’m disappointed 
with the outcome because this is a big 
problem.”

School scheme 
at former pub 
is thrown out 


A BID to open an independent secondary school for up to 220 girls 
has been rejected by council chiefs amid concerns over the extra 
traffic it would generate. 

It had been proposed to convert the old Birchills Tavern pub in Walsall into 
the IQRA Academy which would teach GCSE classes from September. But it 
has been refused by Walsall Council officers under delegated powers with other 
concerns including the lack of sports provision facilities.

FOOTBALLERS from a five-a-side team are holding up 
the red card to a decision to close a community association 
which will force them to leave their home of more than 
three decades. Pool Hayes Community Association in Wil- 
lenhall will fold at the end of this month after 32 years 
because rent costs have rocketed by 143 per cent. 

The group pays rent to use buildings on the Pool Hayes 
Arts and Community School site, with bosses claiming the 
increases imposed by the school mean it cannot makes ends 
meet. 

Andy Adams, aged 60, of Quarry Heath, Penkridge, 
said: “We received a letter from the community association 
about what was going to happen. It’s a sad thing to see it 
close. We’ve be at Pool Hayes for almost 35 years.” 

“There are about 14 to 17 of us that play football there 
but we are one group among many. We are trying to find 
somewhere else to go.” 

The association holds a senior citizens group, youth 
clubs, school holiday play schemes and stroke rehabilita¬ 
tion sessions, as well as leasing out its rooms for functions 
and sports teams. The school said it can no longer afford 
to help keep the association going. 


However, the application 
for a fully operational school 
was put forward by the Pa¬ 
kistan Muslim Welfare As¬ 
sociation. 

The site was purchased 
after closing down as a pub a 
number of years ago. In the 
decision statement explain¬ 
ing why the plans had been 
turned down, council head 
of planning David Elswor- 
thy said: “The application 
by its very nature would 
give rise to an increase in 
vehicle movements to and 
from the site. 

“The application has 
failed to demonstrate the 
existing public transport ca¬ 
pacity, walking/cycling ca¬ 
pacity and the road network 
capacity. As a consequence 
it has failed to demonstrate 
how sustainable transport 
would be maximised. 

“The application places a 
significant reliance on the 
private motor car and does 
not demonstrate that the 
existing road network would 
be able to accommodate the 
transport related impacts of 
the development.” 

The application was put 
forward by Dr Mohammed 
Salim Khan, from the as¬ 
sociation, who said parents 
had expressed an interest. 
The aim was for mainstream 
education in 11 GCSE sub¬ 
jects but also include Arabic 
and Islamic studies.

A PENSIONER dishonestly 
claimed more than £34,000 in 
benefits over six years - while 
failing to declare he had thou¬ 
sands of pounds in savings, a 
court heard. 

Nurul Choudhury, aged 73, had 
received payments for pension 
credit, housing and council tax 
benefits, saying in applications he 
had no savings. 

But Choudhury, of Thorpe 
Road, Caldmore, was caught out 
when he bought a £64,000 house 
in cash last year.

The case was adjourned for a 
pre-sentence report and he will 
be sentenced at the same court on 
April 28. He was given bail on the 
condition he assisted probation 
officers until his sentencing date. 


Father of six died after suffering 
heart attack and falling into canal

A father of six died when he fell 
into a Black Country canal after 
suffering a heart attack a month 
before his 40th birthday, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Stephen Keats, who suffered from 
epilepsy, had been fishing on the Wyr- 
ley and Essington Canal when he was 
pulled from the water near Slacky 
Lane Bridge in Bloxwich. 

The 39-year-old was found in the water by 
his partner of 25 years, Maria Banner. 

He was rushed to Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal but was pronounced dead at 10.05pm on 
July 20 last year. His family paid tribute to a 
‘devoted father and grandfather.’ Miss Ban¬ 
ner, aged 43, said: “Stephen was so devoted 
to our children and our grandchildren.“He 
was diagnosed with epilepsy when he was 
16 so I always worried about him but he 
liked his independence. On the day he died

he went fishing and I went to the Arbore¬ 
tum but when he didn’t return home I knew 
something was wrong and I thought he had 
maybe had a fit..” 

Miss Banner met Stephen while she was 
a student at Manor Farm School aged 14. 
He was 11 and attended TP Riley Compre¬ 
hensive School. But it wasn’t until she left 
school that he plucked up the courage to 
ask her to be his girlfriend. The couple went 
on to have six childen together, James, 23, 
Selina, 22, Nicola, 17, Stephen, 15, Brandon, 
14, and Kane, 10. 

Miss Banner said: “Our love blossomed 
over the years because he was such a joker 
and knew how to make me laugh which is 
why I fell in love with him. He became my 
best friend and soul-mate and now it feels 
like a part of me is missing. 

“We have got three grandchildren and 
another one on the way so I will be telling 


them all about how great their grandfather 
was.” 

At an inquest held at Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital last Thursday, the coroner concluded 
he had died of natural causes. 

Pathologist Dr Smita Deshpande gave the 
cause of death as a heart attack. 

She said: “He had been taking his epilep¬ 
tic medicine and there was no overdose or 
any alcohol in his blood. 

“You can have a heart condition without 
showing any signs.” 

Mr Keats of Valley Road in Blakenall, had 
no pre-existing heart conditions that he was 
aware of when he died. 

A service held for Mr Keats at Streetly 
Crematorium was attended by hundreds of 
mourners. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said: “This is devastating because Mr Keats 
was so young. 

“I record that this is a natural event and 
Mr Keats died of natural causes.”

Also for sale was a colour photo¬ 
graph of the 1966 England World Cup 
winning squad signed by nine of the 
team and a signed Paul Gascoigne and 
ex-Wolves striker Steve Bull framed 
colour photo from when they were 
playing for England. 

A number of signed pictures from a 
scrapbook put together by Wolves leg¬ 
end Bert Williams were also included 
in the auction, which were donated by 
Normal Lester, from Willenhall. 

Don Goodman, who played for West 
Bromwich Albion, Wolves and Walsall 
said: “It was a great turnout. These 
sorts of clubs are the lifeblood of foot¬ 
ball and it’s clear to see that it is still 
important in the area. I started off at a 
club like this playing when I was 15 in 


the senior team and there is no doubt 
I wouldn’t be a professional if it wasn’t 
for clubs like this.” 

Steve Daley, who also played for 
Wolves and Walsall before managing 
Bilston Town, said: “It’s absolutely 
a club that people in the area need 
and there have been some good play¬ 
ers who have gone on to play in the 
football league who have started off at 


Darlaston.” A committee was set up in 
September to generate £5,000 to cover 
costs, rent, registration fees and kits. 
That target has since been reached 
and bosses are looking to raise another 
£5,000 running costs. The team’s city 
ground base needs new fences and 
walls and talks are being held with the 
council to decide whether the club will 
stay there or move to a new location.

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Police in crackdown 
on car park cruising 


POLICE held a crackdown to 
tackle suspected car cruis¬ 
ers who have reportedly been 
gathering on a Black Country 
budget supermarket car park 
and speeding down a busy 
dual carriageway. 

The move follows complaints 
from people living in Moxley, who 
claim groups are gathering on the 
car park of an Aldi supermarket 
on Sunday evenings. 

Officers have been working with the 
community to try to stamp out the 
problem. 

And last night, police were out in 
force to raise awareness of the issue 
and to deter suspected boy racers from 
causing a nuisance. 

A group of around 15 cars and doz¬ 
ens of bystanders began to gather on 
the supermarket car park, which is sit¬ 
uated off the High Street, from around 
8pm. 

Police stressed no offences were 
committed but they arrived at the car 
park to speak to those gathered about 
the possibility of anti-social behaviour. 

Dangerous 

Sgt Leigh Hale, neighbourhood ser¬ 
geant for Darlaston and Moxley, said: 
“There is no actual offence for parking 
on the car park as it is a public right 
of way. 

“But it sometimes brings anti-social 
behaviour with it and residents have 
complained of anti-social behaviour, 
such as the noise of vehicles. 

“Also if racing does take place, it is 
obviously dangerous.” 

Before the operations began, Sgt 
Hale said that officers would be en¬ 
forcing minor traffic offences at the 
site and would also be looking at issues 
such as insurance and car checks. 

He added: “Police are currently 
going for a high court injunction to

tackle street cruising, like the one in 
place in Cannock. Police in Walsall, 
Sandwell, Dudley and Wolverhampton 
are all working on it together so there 
is not just a problem of displacement, 
with it moving from one place to an¬ 
other. 

“It will have a massive impact and 
that is now going through the legal 
system. While that is happening, we

want to do something in the short 
term to tackle this issue.” 

Police were keeping a presence at 
the supermarket for several hours last 
night and set up speed cameras on sur¬ 
rounding routes to catch any speeding 
drivers. 

Aldi has said it is working with the 
police and local councillors to see what 
can be done to tackle the problem.

The nation waits for a 
new star to be born 


N ow The Voice UK has been 
laid to rest for another few 
months, the talent search 
gap is filled by this old favourite. 

You know the drill by now: 
thousands of hopefuls take to the 
stage for there few minutes of 
fame, while the camera cuts to Ant 
and Dec every few minutes 
backstage cackling like light 
entertainment’s answer to 
Hamlet’s Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern. 

If that reference is too highbrow, 
rest assured there’s no chance of 
that with BGT. It won’t tax your 
literary knowledge at all, but it will 
delight, shock, entertain and leave 
millions in face-palm mode as the 
good, the mediocre and the 
genuinely hopeless deliver their 
act. 

So, if Ant had any advice for the 
participants, what would it be? 
“Step it up when you get to the live 
shows,” he explains. “Those acts 
that have got real talent raise their 
game and put a lot of thought and 
rehearsal into their act.” Dec 
admits he is always amazed by 
the variety of talent on offer. “Every 


day we arrive at the auditions and 
don’t know who is about to appear, 
so for us it’s as surprising as it is 
for the audience. That’s why we 
love our role on the show.” 

There’s a slight change to 
proceedings this year with the 
introduction of the Golden Buzzer. 
Each judge gets the chance to 
press it, which will fast track the 
act to the live shows without any 
further auditions. As judges 
Simon Cowell, David Walliams, 
Amanda Holden and Alesha Dixon 
are now all proud parents, there’s 
perhaps little surprise the BGT 
marketing team have coined the 
phrase: The Mummy and Daddy 
of all talent shows is back!’ Hmm, 
not the greatest tagline we’ve ever 
seen, but it scarcely matters as 
many of the acts we’ll see this 
year should than make up for any 
lacklustre straplines. And who 
knows? Some of the contestants 
may even end up as movie stars. 

Since the series began seven 
years ago we’ve marvelled as Paul 
Potts went from phone salesman 
to singing sensation; gasped at 
Diversity’s street-smart moves, 


and our ribs were tickled by 
impressionist Paul Burling. All 
have been featured in movies 
since, with James Corden 
portraying Potts in One Chance, 
Ashley Banjo’s dance troupe 
stealing the show in Streetdance 
3D, and Burling appearing in 
The Harry Hill Movie.

New X-Trail 
from Nissan 
is inspired 
by popular 
crossovers 

THE latest Nissan X-Trail ditches the Bear 
Grylls image and instead takes inspiration 
from Nissan’s market-leading crossovers - 
Qashqai, Juke and Murano. 

Has it gone soft or is it merely trying to win a popu¬ 
larity contest? In truth, neither. It’s just a smart piece 
of product development reacting to a changing mar¬ 
ketplace. 

Under the bonnet, the core engine is a significantly updat¬ 
ed dCi 130 version of the previous model’s 2.0-litre diesel, 
optionally mated to a newly-developed Xtronic CVT gear¬ 
box. A 1.6-litre DIG-T 163PS petrol engine has also been 
developed for this car. 

Although the X-Trail appears to have become a bit more 
lifestyle oriented, this is Nissan we’re talking of here; man¬ 
ufacturers of some of the cleverest all-wheel drive systems 
around. 

They just can’t help themselves. 

Yes, you can buy a front-wheel drive X-Trail and it’ll prob¬ 
ably make sense for quite a few buyers, but the four-wheel 
drive chassis is extremely clever. 

The electronic four-wheel drive system, All Mode 4x4i, is 
controlled via a rotary switch on the centre console. It offers 
a choice between two-wheel drive, Auto mode or Lock of¬ 
fering permanent four-wheel drive. So far, so conventional. 

The X-Trail also features Active Ride Control and Active 
Engine Brake. Active Ride Control monitors the road sur¬ 
face to detect undulations which could potentially upset the 
pitch of the car body and alters the damping to compensate. 
Active Engine Brake meanwhile, harnesses the power and 
controllability of the Xtronic transmission to add a degree 
of engine braking while cornering or when decelerating to 
a standstill. 

Individually 

Then there’s Active Trace Control. By using on board sen¬ 
sors to monitor speed, steering angle, throttle opening and 
braking effort, Active Trace Control brakes wheels individu¬ 
ally, as required, to reduce understeer and help the driver 
steer a safer path through bends: it is particularly effective 
on slippery, wet roads. Finally the X-Trail benefits from Uphill 
Start Support and Advance Hill Descent Control. 

The interior is a good deal more spacious than before and 
features theatre-style seating with the option of two extra 
seats to make room for seven inside. 

Practical touches include rear side doors which open to 
almost 80 degrees - far wider than normal - to allow not just 
easy access but also to ease the loading and unloading of 
a child seat. Middle row seat comfort has been improved 
thanks to extra knee room generated by the longer wheel¬ 
base and the front seats having more heavily sculpted seat 
backs. 

The middle-row seats recline and slide while, where fitted, 
the third row folds forward to increase luggage space. Help¬ 
ful touches include, for example, a large between-the-seats 
console box. The box itself is large enough to take an iPad 
or 10in tablet. 

The luggage bay can be portioned into upper and lower 
areas in a simple single-handed move. In its top-most po¬ 
sition, a dividing board can hold up to 10kg of luggage, or 
75kg in its lower position. 

This split cargo solution enables the user to store, for ex¬ 
ample, a stroller and large items below while creating a fully 
usable upper load surface for smaller, lighter items. 

A remotely-powered tailgate eases access to the luggage 
area. Build quality looks much improved. 

Standard 

This X-Trail is available in three familiar grades: Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All trim levels feature air-conditioning, al¬ 
loy wheels and six airbags, LED daytime running lights, five- 
inch colour combimeter display, Bluetooth with microphone, 
cruise control and speed limiter. 

Hill start assist, follow me home lights and a luggage 
board system are among the features fitted as standard. 

Range-topping Tekna models feature an array of technol¬ 
ogies which further confirm Nissan’s lead in the crossover 
market. These include LED headlamps, leather seats, elec- 
trically-adjustable driver’s seat, front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors and 19-in alloy wheels. 

In addition, Tekna models also feature Intelligent key with 
engine start button, forward emergency braking, lane depar¬ 
ture warning, high beam assist and traffic sign recognition. 

The Nissan X-Trail is a vehicle which has often struggled 
to assert itself in a market packed with talent. 

The galling thing for Nissan is that on talent alone, it’s 
often been one of the best in its class but it has lacked that 
bit of X-factor which translates into solid orders. 

The latest model aims to bring that desirability to the 
X-Trail. With more space, more equipment, better build qual¬ 
ity and a sleeker look, it’s a car which instantly looks much 
more upmarket than before.

I DO go from extreme to extreme in cars - 
from tiny city runabouts to luxury executive 
limos and vans and everything in between. 

And it’s great fun experiencing driving right across 
the board. Having a look at vehicles that fill the need 
(or sometimes don’t) of the people they are aimed at. 

And I particularly like getting behind the wheel of poten¬ 
tial serious 4x4s - and I mean potential because let’s face 
it the vast majority of those sold in the UK only ever see 
properly surfaced roads and don’t get the chance to show 
off their skills ploughing up and down steep muddy, stoney 
or grassy slopes. 

Or traversing water, although with the weather we have 
experienced in the past few months wading through floods 
did become the norm for so many of us. 

You can get some quite small but very capable 4x4s, for 
example the Suzuki Jimny, medium range and the monster 
man. And the Toyota Land Cruiser certainly falls into the lat¬ 
ter category. And while this mud-plugger does do very, very 
well off road it also holds its own on the ashphalt, unlike 
many of its rivals, giving a comfortable ride rather like that of 
a large estate car without any bouncing up and down and 
jarring your back. 

So, if you want the option of being able to ford our swol¬ 
len roads and wade axle-deep through the mud left behind 
when tides recede, coupled with having a ‘normal’ vehicle, 
the Land Cruiser fits the bill. It is versatile indeed, and it’s 
latest revamp has improved on that. 

There are 60 years of experience behind this Toyota and 
while many asked how it could be improved, the 2014 up¬ 
date has, with the redoubtable Land Cruiser benefitting 
from new styling inside and out and improvements to han¬ 
dling. The reworked design preserves the model’s distinc¬ 
tive identity, while the interior changes raise quality, conven¬ 
ience and ease of use. 

Design changes for three and five-door models have 
been led by distinctive new frontal treatment with deeper 
front bumper, heritage-inspired grille and new light clusters 
coupled with revised rear lamp units and introduction of new 
alloy wheel designs and exterior colour choices. 

Inside there’s a comprehensive upgrade of interior trim 
and the dashboard redesign includes a new control panel 
for on and off-road driving systems, full colour TFT multi-in¬ 
formation display screen and Optitron meters. 

The dashboard remains functional and chunky as befits 
a proper 4x4 but it is sophisticated in content and means 
of operation. 

Comfortable 

The second and third row seats have been revised for 
easier access, a much needed improvement as it was dif¬ 
ficult for those of a less than athletic nature to board and 
disembark comfortable and modestly. 

That good handling and ride comfort improvement are 
down to adjustments to standard suspension and Kinetic 
Dynamic Suspension and safety features have been extend¬ 
ed with the options of a new blind spot monitor and rear 
cross traffic alert. 

Of course in the all-important environmental area the ex¬ 
cellent 3.0-litre turbodiesel engine has been revised to meet 
Euro5+ emissions standard with added advantage of no 
decrease in performance. This is a big vehicle and any re¬ 
duction would have been a major disadvantage. Constantly 
having to push the engine would have been no joy. 

The Toyota Land Cruiser’s famed durability means that 
it has big resale values which help drive the overall cost of 
ownership down. 

My recent driving experience did mainly involve every¬ 
day day-to-day getting from A to B and it was enjoyable. It 
doesn’t feel as if you are behind the wheel of a big, ungainly 
vehicle. 

Once I’d climbed in (literally for someone of my stature) 
good visibility, seat and steering wheel adjustments set, trips 
were easy and even parking in public car parks where spac¬ 
es can be tight was a doddle made even easier by the rear 
view monitor. A brief foray into forest tracks also showed 
the Cruiser was still as willing to take on off-road challenges. 

The Land Cruiser enjoys a global reputation as an ulti¬ 
mate go-anywhere vehicle, a status built on its formidable 
performance in the world’s toughest environments over 
more than 60 years. 

Throughout that time, Land Cruiser has been progres¬ 
sively developed to harness new technologies to extend its 
capabilities, both on-road and off, and to increase in cus¬ 
tomer appeal in terms of styling, equipment, comfort and 
practicality. 

And that’s just what’s been done for 2014. 

There’s a three model range with prices starting at 
£34,995 for the Active, £47,495 for the Icon and £52,495 for 
the Invincible.

Gwen and Brian Harbourne were 
largely confined to barracks until 
getting behind the wheel of a spe¬ 
cially adapted car that has given 
them leave. 

A disabled ex-nurse and army 
Captain, they can now visit veteran 
friends thanks to a unique wheel¬ 
chair friendly car built by West Mid¬ 
lands firm Sirus Automotive. 

This couple have led highly active 
lives since meeting in 1951 when 
Gwen, now 78, was 15. She was al¬ 
ready involved in pre-nurse training 
whilst Brian, now 81, was attending 
grammar school. Gwen went on to 
qualify as a nurse and married Brian 
in 1956. That same year Brian joined 
The Royal Army Pay Corps as a Na¬ 
tional Serviceman. 

They lived and worked in military 
bases including Germany, which is 
where they met their longstanding 
friends Ken and Betty. Gwen and 
Brian went on to have three children, 
sadly losing two in their early years. 
Despite these setbacks they have 
remained strong and supportive of 
each other. Their most recent chal¬ 
lenge has been Gwen’s loss of in¬ 
dependence that has resulted in her 
need to use a powered wheelchair to 
remain mobile. This meant travelling 
in a car and meeting up with their 
ex-service friends, was impossible 
until they discovered a Sirus ‘Switch’ 
wheelchair accessible car. 

Gwen explains: “Having the abili¬ 
ty to travel in a car, or drive myself, 
without tackling awkward transfers 
out of my electric wheelchair was 
a breakthrough to us. We start¬ 
ed researching vehicle convertors 
that were Motability approved and 
came across Sirus. We were very 
impressed with their Switch car as 


it combined really easy access with 

the ability to travel upfront either as 
a passenger or driver. This meant I 
could drive safely from my chair, or 
my husband could do the “honours” 
whilst I enjoyed the scenery.

The specially converted, wheel¬ 
chair friendly Sirus car that Gwen 
and Brian own is based on a Fiat 
Qubo. It is one of the most innova¬ 
tive conversions to date and allows 
wheelchair users to travel upfront 
either as driver or passenger. Most 
wheelchair users who have to travel 


in the rear of a vehicle can feel iso- 

lated and experience travel sickness 
whereas the Sirus ‘Switch’ provides 
safe securement in either of the two 
front seating positions. The ability 
to swap between passenger and 
driver using a simple floor-mount¬ 
ed locking mechanism, also means 
time-consuming restraint belts are 
not needed, normal seat belts can 
be used. 

Gwen said: “Over and above 
spending time with our friends, my 
Sirus car has also allowed me to 
independently continue with my 
‘University of the Third Age’ (U3A) 
commitments.

The Hardridge trophy, now in its 
50th year, is awarded to the most 
outstanding swimmer of the year 


in Warwickshire, past winners have 
been Olympic and Para Olympic 
swimmers including Eleanor Sim- 
monds.

WALSALL’S British light¬ 
weight champion Martin 
Gethin returns to the ring 
when he takes on Derry 
Mathews next month. 

The pair will clash for 
the vacant WBA intercon¬ 
tinental lightweight crown 
in Mathews’ home-town of 
Liverpool on May 10. 

After losing to Panama’s 
Ammeth Diaz in an IBF 
world title eliminator last 
May, the fight represents 
a chance for Gethin to get 
back on track. 

But he knows Mathews, 
himself a former British 
and Commonwealth cham¬ 
pion, will not be an easy op¬ 
ponent. “This is a big fight 
for me,” explained Gethin, 
who takes on Mathews at 
Liverpool Olympia. “I came 
within touching last time 
against Diaz who is world 
class. 

“I belong in world class 
and Mathews is standing in 
my way.” 


We have to win last games warns Lalkovic 


STRIKER Milan Lalkovic warns Walsall 
must now win all of their remaining five 
games to stand any chance of making the 
play-offs. 

Saturday’s 1-0 defeat at Port Vale means 
the Saddlers remain five points adrift of the 
top six, while they also slipped down to 10th 
in the League One table. 

And Lalkovic, who came on as a second 
half substitute in the defeat at Vale Park, 
conceded their hopes of closing the gap are 
hanging by a thread. 

“Now we have to win every game,” he 
said. “It’s not a case of if - we have to win 
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every game and what happens, happens. 

“But we have to win all five games to 
stand any chance. We need three points 
from every game otherwise it definitely 
won’t happen.” 

The Saddlers defeat - which ended a five- 
match unbeaten run - was made all the 
more frustrating by sixth-placed Peterbor¬ 
ough’s 2-0 defeat at Wolves and Lalkovic 
added: “Obviously it’s more lost points. 
Peterborough lost so it’s even more disap¬ 
pointing but we will keep going. It’s get¬ 


ting serious now. If we lose points now it is 
harder because there are only a few games 
left but we just have to keep going and fight 
till the end.” 

Jennison Myrie Williams’ controversial 
52nd minute penalty was enough to give 
Vale a victory which saw them leapfrog 
Dean Smith’s men in the table and com¬ 
plete a first league double over the Saddlers 
since the 1899-1900 season. 

Lalkovic, back after a hamstring in¬ 
jury, came closest to equalising after com¬ 
ing on, twice bringing saves home keeper 
Sam Johnson. Teenage debutant Amadou 


Bakayoko also had chances after coming off 
the bench for the ineffective Michael Ngoo, 
who was chosen to start up front in place of 
suspended top scorer Craig Westcarr. 

“I came back on Thursday and trained 
Thursday and Friday,” said Lalkovic. “I 
was ready and fit to play but the gaffer ex¬ 
plained to me he was not going to risk it. 

“I was just waiting to come on and do 
what I can. At least now we know I’m fit. 
It was not certain whether I would be able 
to go straight back in but now we know I 
am okay, I don’t feel anything (in my ham¬ 
string).” 


SMITH'S ANGER 
OVER PENALTY

PORT Vale recorded a first league 
double over the Saddlers since Queen 
Victoria was on the throne. 

The main emotion for Smith after the final 
whistle was anger, directed at referee Carl Ber¬ 
ry for the penalty award which allowed Jenni¬ 
son Myrie Williams to score the only goal of the 


game. 

There was also frustra¬ 
tion at a display which - for 
a team supposedly still with 
play-off aspirations - failed 
to reach the heights re¬ 
quired. 

The Saddlers weren’t bad, 
but neither were they great. 
Their chances of making 
the play-offs, admittedly al¬ 
ready slim, are surely now 
gone. Mathematically, it is 
still possible after Peterbor¬ 
ough’s defeat at Wolves kept 
the gap at five points. But 
even so, Walsall will proba¬ 
bly need to win at least four 
of their final five games and 
that looks a tall order. 

Problem 

The problem, as it has 
been all season, is firepower. 
Saturday’s defeat summed 
up why Smith’s men are 
going to fall short. They are 
strong at the back and mid- 
field but simply don’t have 
enough in the final third, 
especially now shorn of 
suspended top scorer Craig 
Westcarr. 

It wasn’t until after the 
68th-minute arrival of 
Milan Lalkovic that home 
keeper Sam Johnson was 
unduly tested. Until then 
he’d only had to deal with 
long-distance efforts from 
Romaine Sawyers and Mi¬ 
chael Ngoo. 
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The latter has come in for 
plenty of criticism since his 
January arrival on loan from 
Liverpool. Given the nod to 
start ahead of Lalkovic and 
Troy Hewitt, this was not a 
performance which did an¬ 
ything to silence his critics. 

It’s not through lack of 
effort - the one thing the 
21-year-old did was try - but 
he just doesn’t seem to fit 
into this Saddlers team. His 
most memorable moments 
included a pass into space, 
30 yards ahead of any team¬ 
mate, a header wide and a 
tangle with a pitchside pho¬ 
tographer which provoked 
laughter. 

When Ngoo arrived at 
the Banks’s, it was hoped 
he would be the final piece 
in the jigsaw. Instead he 
looks like an out-of-form 
young player.lt was Vale’s 
top scorer, Tom Pope, who 
was involved in the game’s 
key moment when he tum¬ 
bled while challenging Paul 
Downing for a Doug Loft 
through ball. 

Berry immediately 
pointed to the spot and gave 
Smith, who feels his side 
have not had the rub of the 
green from officials, another 
reason to feel aggrieved..
